4, 
along 
with 
other 
appointive 
officers 
in 
the 
government. 
The resignation was 
not accepted by President Hoover 
and she remained at her post at 
his req uest despite 
the offer to 
leave the government, service. 
The 
assistant 
attorney 
general 
now’ has received another offer re­ 
garded as an unusual opportunity 
and the President does not feel 
that he can ask her to remain long­ 
er at her present post. 
Mrs. Willebrandt now’ is out of 
the city en route to Texas. 
Mrs. Willebrandt explained 
that 
she had been tendered the post of 
Washington counsel for the Avia­ 
tion Corporation and its subsidiaries 
which offered her “a field of con­ 
structive legal work” and that she 
wished to accept it. 
\ 
“I genuinely regret leaving offi­ 
cial connection with the accomplish­ 
ments of y our administration,” she 
wrote. 
“I 
have 
given, 
however, 
more than seven y ears to public 
service and I trust by helpfulness 
to y ou may not cease when I be­ 
come just a private citizen.’’

President Hoover wrote: 
“I have received y our resignation 
with deep regret.

It ap p ears that Sey mour Lowman, one 
of Andrew W. Mellon’s assistant secre­ 
taries in the treasury dep artment, thought 
"freedom of the p ort1 was authorized bj 
statute for senators and rep resentativ es. 
"If congress susp ects that this p riv ilege is 
being abused,” 
said 
Mr. 
Lowman, "it 
ought to rep eal the law it p assed lequir- 
ing the treasury dep artment to grant it in 
certain cases.” Had congress enacted such 
a law, Mr. Lowman’s p oint would be in 
order, but congress has nev er authorized 
‘‘freedom of the p ort 
for its members, 
"This “freedom of the p ort,” Charles 
P. Stewart reminds, is ex tended to all for­ 
eign dip lomatic and consular function­ 
aries on their arriv al in the United States. 
It is not their legal right, but it is an in­ 
ternational usage. 
A treasury order of 
long standing p rov ides for it. 
Other na­ 
tions accord the same p riv ilege to Amer­ 
ican dip lomatic and consular rep resenta­ 
tiv es. 
From time to time, the American 
state dep artment requests sp ecial treat­ 
ment for a v isiting foreign celebrity , but 
no incoming p erson, American or alien, 
can demand “freedom of the p ort” as a 
right. 
It has become the custom to grant tree 
entry to 
Americans 
who 
hav e 
gone 
abroad on gov ernment business and it has 
become habitual to accep t statements of 
trav elers connected with the gov ernment 
that they were on official business. The 
recent incidents mean that "freedom of 
1he p ort” will be less general, that sp eci­ 
fic cases will be considered- 
The embar­ 
rassment of being accused of imp orting 
contraband will deter many whose sole 
reason for ev ading the customs agents 
has been to bring liquor into the country . 
It has been no secret that hard liquors 
and wines hav e been p acked in the bag­ 
gage of p ersons whose luggage would not 
be insp ected. 
Why should 
senators, 
rep resentativ es 
and their families be immune to the laws 
they hav e p assed? 
Why should the rank 
and file of the p eop le’s serv ants escap e 
p rocesses set up for all the p eop le? Why 
should the secretary of the treasury him­ 
self be abov e the laws of customs insp ec­ 
tion? 
Mr. Mellon, Mr. Lowman and all 
the rest of them should go through cus­ 
toms like their fellow citizens. 
No rov al 
p rerogativ es obtain in the United States, 
but p ersons with p olitical p ull do receiv e 
generous 
p riv ileges. 
"Freedom 
of the 
p ort” is easily abused. 
It should be con­ 
fined to foreign dip lomats and consuls, 
and then only because international usage 
sanctions it. 
Howev er, senators, rep resentativ es and 
gov ernment officials do not care to cause 
Further

aboul 
susp ected 
ev asion of the customs. Many of them will 
offer their 
luggage 
for 
insp ection and 
soine of them will chide customs agents 
who are listless in their scrutiny of cloth­ 
ing, goods and wares. The accused con­ 
gressmen hav e been marked albkt thev 
are without p enalty . Their p restige has 
been harmed and they will be nerv ous fot 
fear that some careless talker will rev iv e 
the moist stories.

crocodiles for 140, wild boars and p igs 
for 8 5 and jackals for 45- 
In the same y ear the gov ernment p aid 
bounties for 57 ,116 snakes, 1,06 8 tigers, 
4,39 0 leop ards, 2,7 39 bears and 2,439 
wolv es. 
It is worthy of note that men 
killed 1,06 8 tigers and that tigers killed 
1,033 p ersons, the tiger’s score being rela­ 
tiv ely high. 
The 
statistics 
rev eal that 
man's p eril in India is great. 
One reason for the high mortality from 
snakes is that the nativ es do not wear 
shoes and that a Hindu’s religion teaches 
him to rev ere 
snakes, 
p articularly 
the 
Cobra. 
He will not kill a cobra ev en 
though it crosses his p ath or crawls into 
the roof of his house. 
Other sects do not 
hesitate to kill the snakes and the gov ­ 
ernment is ready to reward him for ev ery 
dead snake.
